If all the amateur radio satellites 
scheduled for launch over the next couple 
of years are successful, it will be one of 
the most exciting periods in amateur radio 
satellite history. 


Latest indications are that the Soviet 
RS-9 spacecraft will go aloft in December 
of this year, possibly with a 15 to 10 
meter transponder. 


AMSAT recently signed a contract with 
the European Space Agency for the launch of 
Phase 3C aboard an ARIANE 4 rocket in June 
1986. It will carry transponders similar 
to those on OSCAR 18, but the mode L trans- 
ponder, (1269 mHz. up - 436 mHz. down), will 
likely have higher power output which will 
lower the transmit and receive requirements 
of ground stations. It will also probably 
carry a mode L digital transponder and a 
2.3 QHz. beacon. 


Aboard the same rocket will be another 
amateur radio satellite, named Arsene, built 


by the French equivalent of our ARRL. Little 


has been published concerning the equipment 
aboard this spacecraft. 


The Japan Amateur Radio Leaque, JARL, 
is developing a satellite in cooperation 
with the Japanese equivalent of NASA. It 
will carry a mode J transponder, (2 meters 
up - 435 mHz. down), and possibly a digital 
transponder of some kind. It will be boost- 
ed into orbit by a Japanese H-1 rocket in 
January 1986. 


The Space Shuttle isn't exactly an 
amateur radio satellite, but a mission sche- 
duled this spring will make it seem so.Plans 


aren't complete, but Dr. Tony England, WOORE, 


is sure to engage in more ham operation than 
did WSLFL. He plans to carry, in addition 
to the two-meter rig, a two-meter to ten- 
meter repeater and a slow-scan TV camera 
which will transmit on ten meters. He won't 
have all the fun, however. It was just re-

They say RS-7 is in fair condition 
and RS-8 is very good. WB4UYT reports that 
when the RS-5 transponder is on it performs 
very well. 


The British scientific satellites U0-9 
and UO-11 continue to perform experiments and 
report the results to stations equipped to 
decode the telemetry. On Sundays listen for 
synthesized voice telemetry at 145.825 be- 
tween 1530' and 1630 EST.

Let's talk about picking a home 
computer. 


Price is obviously going to play 
a significant role in your selection 
of a home computer. Unfortunately, 
there are few choices left at the low 
end of the price scale, and there is 
some question about about each of 
those. 


The Commodore 64 is probably the 
most popular machine around, but the 
newer PLUS 4 and 16 have received a 
cool reception. The Atari S@OXL is a 
real buy at the moment, selling in 
some stores for #100. The Tandy Color 
Comeuter has also seen significant 
price cuts recently. 


But frankly, there are reasons 
to be cautious about picking any of 
these. Rumors are circulating that 
newer, more powerful machines may be 
just over the horizon. 


Moving upscale, it's quite a 
jume to the Apple IIe or the PCjr. 
But both are popular, versatile 
machines that are likely to be around 
for a while. 


If you can make the quantum leap 
up to the Apple IIc or the IBM PC and 
its compatibles, you probably ought 
to spend a lot of time deciding what 
your requirements are before laying 
down your bucks. 


In any event, there are several 
factors you should bear in mind while 
making a decision. These are! 
availability, expandability, and 
serviceability. 


Availability means checking to 
see if there are independent 
peripheral suppliers. Also, is there 
a reasonable amount of software you 
feel you might use available, and 
just as important, is new software 


Expandabilty means verifying 
that you can add all those | 
peripherals you might later want, and 
without having to sell your firstborn 
to do it. You might feel you'll never 
need two disk drives, but next year 
that could change. 


Service is at best an ‘iffy’ 
Proposition with home computers. If 
you're the type of person who never 
takes his computer apart because it 
might void the warranty, by all means 
investigate the service available for 
your choice of machines. 


So much for the bad news. The 
good news is that the next generation 
of home computers will undoubtedly be 
more powerful, and prices will come 
down. Rumors of sophisticated 
graphics capability and expanded 
memory circulate throughout the 
media, but don't let that hold you 
back. The present crop of machines 
are capable of amazing things. Come 
Join the fun!

INVENTING STANOARD TIME 
continued 
Allegheny Observatory 

Probably the most widely publicized time service in 
the late 19th century was that of the Allegheny Observatory 
near Pittsburgh, Pennsylvania. Samuel P. Langley, one of 
his era's most respected scientist and eventually Secretary 
of the Smithsonian Institution, was the director of the 
Allegheny Observatory from 1867 to 1891. He devised the 
time service as a source of income for his financially 
pressed institution. While Langely’s time service was not 
the first in the United States, it was the first to turn a 
considerable profit. During his administration, the service 
earned more than $60,000. Other observatories soon followed 
Allegheny’s example and began charging for distributing 
time. 

Langley saw in his time service the means for 
establishing a: national standard time. An early advocate of 
time reform, he wrote in 1870: 

The evident tendency, in thus sending the time from one 
standard over so large an extent of territory, is to 
diminish the number of local times, and so prepare the way 
for a future system, in which at least between the Atlantic 
and the Mississippi, they shall disappear altogether....The 
labors of this and of other American Observatories are 
tending to the same end, that of the ultimate adoption of a 
Single time for all the country east of the Mississippi, by 
which not only the railroads, but the cities and the public 
generally, will regulate themselves. What point shall be 
chosen is of less importance than that some one shall be 
used universally. 

The Pennsylvania Railroad and its many subsidiaries 
were the most influential customers of the Allegheny 
Observatory’s time service. In 1870 the Pennsylvania systen 
extended some 2,5000 miles and had )00 telegraph offices 
receiving time signals; eventually about 8,000 miler of 
Speen ran to the ticking of the Allegheny Observatory's 
clock, 

The Pennsylvania Railroad was probably the first major 
rallway to govern timekeeping along ite lines 
systematically. The company bought reliable watches for itr 
emplyees and accurate clocks for ites telegraph offices and 


terminals. All of the company’s timepleces were then 
synchronised with time signale from the Allegheny 
Obeervatory,
